McCEiEEifiAN JOINS POPE. 

THE UNION ARMY' ATTACKED AND 
RETEEATS. 

Rebels Assume the Offensive. 

Dreadful IiulittBi Massacres. 
IMPORTANT FROM EUROPE. 

THE GAIUIIALUIAN DEMONSTRATION. 

The U. S. revenue cutler Shubriok arrived 
at Port Angclos, W.T., on Saturday tiiglit, 
and ber papers and mails lo Aug. 26th, were 
brought to this place in a whale boat last 
evening at seven o'clock- The Sbubrick made 
the run to Port Angclos ill 72 hours. Lieut. 
Merrymno, late deputy collector of customs at 
Port Townsend was arrested at San Francisco 
on the 19th Aug. when about to leave lor the 
East ou the steamer. He is held on a charge 
of cmUerilcmctit. Collector Smilli in sold to 
return with Hying colors. The general news 
is highly important. 

VVasjiisoton, August 18.— Troops at the 
rate of 5000 a day nrc reaching Washington. 
Gov. MagoOin, ol Kentucky, has resigned. 

Cairo, August 17.— The Granada Appcnl 
of August llth contains an accouut ol the 
Baton Rouge light, in which it acknowledges 
a severe repulse ol Breckinridge, with a loss of 
300. In a partial list of the rebels killed and 
wounded, are six field and company officers 
killed, and thirteen wounded. Among the 
killed arc Gen. Chas. Clark of Mississippi, 
Colonel Allen, and Captain Alexander Todd, 
Mrs. Lincoln's brother. 

Gen. Williams of the Federal forces was 
killed. Breckenbridgc lost his right arm. 

The rebels have been routed in Arkansas. 

The rebel ram Arkansas was destroyed by 
the Feberal gunboat Essex, 

Tho secession candidate fur North Caro- 
lina has been defeated by Ihe union candi- 
date by a majority of 40,000. 

Harrison's Landing was abandoned by the 
Federals on the 19th. MeClellan hasjoitied 
Pope. 

Gen. Stone has been set at liberty. 

The village of Donaldson, 86 miles above 
Now Orleans, was burned by the Federals 
because of harboring rebels. 

The Federals now occupy Bayou Sara, 
seizing all the sugar and molasses. 

Halleek is ordering all the correspondents 
to leave the lines of the army. 

New York, August 20th.— An army letter 
to tho Tunc.', says: "The lust soldier of the 
retiring army 'passed the Chickahoniiny at 
two o'clock on Tuesday morning. There 
has beon no attack on the rear and no loss 
of any kind." . 

Two Federal gunboats were seized and 
armed by guerillas near l'aducah, Kentucky, 
yesterday. 

New JfoRK August 22.— The army is again 
on the march. All order to retreat was issued 
to-day. Wo understand that the whole army 
of Virginia is retreating. All sorts of rumors 
are afloat, that the whole army of Richmond 
is advancing ; that the rebels are attempting 
to turn our left Bank— in a word, that they are 
marching straight lor Fredericksburg. Wash- 
BDgton is thus threatened on the left Hank. 

The Southern country is completely overrun 
with guerrillas. Nothing like it was known 
before. , . 

The conscription takes all between lb and 
35 ; then the militia takes between 35 and oO, 
leaving but few men at home for any purpose. 
All business is suspended. 

In Mississippi nothing but war is thought 

of. 

New York, Aug. 22.— The Commercial 
aays it has information that tho junction ol 
MeClellan, Tope and llurnsido'a forces lias 
been effected, wo believe at Acquia Creek. 
Tho Willi paper says reliable advices 
from James' river stale the rebels occupied 
Harrison's Landing, their pickets extending 
to the Chiokahotniny. Large portions of 
oar gunboat flotilla, with the Hag ship, are 
above Harrisons Landing, and would prob- 
ably give the rebels a taste of their quality. 

The special dospatoh to the World Irotn 
Washington says it is openly asserted by 
emancipationists, thai the long political 
struggle is drawing to a close, and that the 
President, overborne by tho pressure brought 
upon him, will issue a d ecree giving freedom 
to all slaves, and this before the loth ol 
September. 

VVa'smiNUto.v, August lo.— Although the 
Government has made no oliieial announce- 
Tment of the fact that a junction has been 
, n formed by ihe armies of MeClellan and 
* Pope, private e u s have been received 



which leave no room to doubt. There is 
now little cause fur anxiety in regard to the 
military progress iu Virginia. 

Commander Porter, the destroyer of the 
ram Arkansas, has been made a Com nib- 
doro. 

A special dispatch to the New York pa- 
pers says : Baltimore papers say that since 
ihe order for drafting, over 5000 citizens of 
Maryland, between i8 and '10, have left the 
State for tho South and Canada. Tho o.\o- 
dus is still going on at the rale of l!0U to 
oUD a day. 

The Grenada Appeal continues to nspert 
ihat a general Confederate movement in the 
West is lo take place immediately ; that 
Tennessee will eooh be in their possession. 

2,000 guerrillas havo burned all the brid- 
ges over VVplfesatpita River, between hero 
and Raleigh. Tenn. 

Tho country lo tho northward is repre- 
sented to bo c.oh.h a i..o. , i m in.il. in con se- 
quence of tho depredations commuted by 
men claiming to be Federal soldiers, but are 
probably rebels di-guised. 

Tho J'ltbune's Washington correspondent 
says, in justice to all parties it seems proper 
lo state the following, which wo leant from 
so* many sources tliat it cannot longer be 
considered a State secret: Two or three 
weeks ago, tho President laid before the 
Cabinet a proclamation of emancipation, 
abolishing slavery on the first of next Decem- 
ber if tho rebellion should not bo crushed 
before. He asked the opinion of his Cabi- 
net, touching tho propriety of issuing it. 
Secretary Smith, we believe, was absent, i 
Of the others all but two approved. Messrs. 
Seward and blair opposed it with all their 
might, with what rusult it did nut appear. 
It is understood that tho subject came up in 
more ihnn one Cabinet meeting, but Seward j 
and Blair remained resolute iu then opposi- 
tion. 

St. Tail, Minn., Aug. 22.— Reliable in- 
formation from Fort Ridgely confirms the 
previous reported Indian troubles in thai 
region. The Indians at the lower Sioux 
agency were threatening rengeanue at some 
time, in consequence of the delay in the 
payments duo them by the Government, j 
An outbreak has linally occurred, and a 
great number of the whites in tho vici: ity 
have been massacred, Forty-live men serit 
against them fell into' ail ambuscade, aflor 
crossing the river near the agency. Tho 
greater number weru killed — only 17 re- 
lumed In tho fori. On Monday night the 
light of burning building.-, ami grain stacks 
was seen in all directions. Escaped citiz- 
ens came into the lint during Ihe night, 
giving an account of honors too terrible to 
imagine. Roads in the direction of Now 
Ulnt aio lined with murdered women and 
children" 

St. Paul, Aug 23d. — Parlies from the 
scene ol the Indian disturbances reached here 
last night. The Suite scouts estimate the 
number of whites already killed at 500. It is 
believed that all the missionaries are killed. 
Civilized Indiuns exceeded their savage breth- 
ren in their atrocities. 

The interpreter, Wnnccd L-Ycnccr, who has 
spent most, of his life among the Indians, lias 
volunteered to no alone, trusting to his know- 
ledge ol tho Indians, aim aisgulSBU io cscniiu 
detection. Fainted in the savage stylo, lie 
arrived at the Upper Agency at night. The 
place was literally the habitation of death. 
He visited all the houses, and lound the occu- 
pants lying dead, some inside the houses anil 
others scattered in the yards. He went to 
lion. J. It. Hrowu's house, and found the 
family, numbering IB. all murdered, He also 
visitu'd Heaver Greek, and found 50 families 
massacred. He went to every house, and 
recognized the bodies as those ol nearly all the 
families of former inhabitants. 

Freueur writes to Governor Ramsay from 
Henderson, August 21st, saying he left Port | 
Ridgely at 5 o'clock that morning. There 
were then 1000 Indians around the fort. He 
thinks other tribes are joining the Sioux'. 

A reliable letter, dated Giencoe the 21st, 
says the injury done by the stampede of settlers 
is immense. Such scenes of woe and desola- 
tions can hardly be found anywhere south. 

St. Faul, "(Minnesota), August 211,— A 
message from the commanding officer at 
Fort Ridgely, dated 2nd Inst., says: "Wo 
can hold this position but a little longer un- 
less reinforced. We loar being attacked 
almost hourly, and our little band is becom- 
ing exhausted. Col. Sibley, with 1,200 
troops, will reach the Fort to-morrow." 

Chicago, August 23.— Papers of tho 21st 
say: It is thought that the Indiuns have 
been induced to commit those outrages by 
Indians from Missouri, and seoesssion traders 
from that State. 

Cairo, August 23.— Accounts of the sur- 
render of Claiksvillo, Tennessee, agree that 
it was disgraceful and cowardly. Tho 
Federal force under Qol. Mason, consisting 
of the 7 1st Ohio, numbering 300 men, with 
two cannon and were well entrenched. 
They surrendered withouth liring a gun, to 
a force ol rebels uot exceeding from four to 
six hundred, and a large amount of Federal 
property was seized. Fort Donelson has 
been abandoned, that post bcihg of no fur- 
ther consequence. 

Washington*, August 23. — The bounties 
to be paid by the Government to now volun- 
teer, already amounts to seven millions four 
hundred Ihousond dollars. 

Cairo, August 21.— The Federal steamer 
Accacia, struck a snag in the Mississippi, and 
sunk, drowning 80 soldiers. The Federal ram 
Sumter went ashore near Bayou Sara, and was 
blown up. 

New York, August 24. — John Slidell's 
property has been confiscated by Gen.' Butler. 
An order has been issued, commanding the 
turning over to the United Stales of all arms 
in New Orleans. The French Consul asked 
that the French citizous might retain theirs 
for fear of servile insurrection, but Gen. Holler 
replied that protection would be given by the 
United States, in such cases, and insisted that 
al! anus should be under his control. 

The Brazilian Government has decided that 
after three years the Amazon and its tribu- 
taries snail be open to ihe commerce of all 
nations. 

LoutsvitbE.-Ky., Aug. 24.— On Friday, 
tho 7.2(1, near Gallatin, Fedeial Gen. Johnson 
of Ky., with 700 men, attacked 1700«avalry, 
under Morgan, and was defeated. Our loss 
was oOO taken prisoners, the remaining 400 
escaped to Nashville. 

New York, Aug. 23d.— The Philadelphia 
Prats says Gen. Pope has fallen hack across 
ihe Rappahannock, and mado that Hlteam 
tho linu of dulonoo. The enemy iu groat 
foreo on the south bank, have made several 
iliottoctunl efforts to cross and turn his left 
flank, and at tho samo lime are making de- 
monstrations uii our centre. Such tit* posi- 
tion of our army has been made, that tliero 
need bo no fears. (Jon. MoClollan has ar- 



rived with a large portion of his army. It is 
believed thai he has assumed command if 
both armies. Fighting, of a desultory char- 
acter, has been going on for several days. 
The cne'liiy, there is no doub', have been 
repulsed at all points by our batteries,though 
not without some loss of artillery, men and 
horses. 

New York, Aug. 25.— The 'times has the 
following : 

Bailouts Station, four, miles north of Rap- 
■paliannock Station, eight o'cloch, a. m.,22tl. — 
There is a lull in the firing at the river. Of- 
ficers attached lo Pope's headquarters havo 
just arrived here, and say that a general en- 
gagement is not expected to-day, although 
our forces are in readiness. 

Nine, o'clock. — The cannonading is now 
frequent, interspersed wilh muskutry, but 
furl her up tho river, where Sigel's command 
is. The tin in baggage wagons commenced 
passing this Station at six o'clock this morn- 
ing, and have taken the road to Watrciltoil 
Junction. Sigel's baggage train is now 
passing up the samo road. This is only a 
necessary precaution against disaster, and 
must not be taken as an evidence that our 
army expect to get whipped. 

EUROPEAN INTE LUGENGE. 

Capt Rack, Aug. l!)th.--The Europa from 
Liverpool on the !)th, and Queenstown dates 
to the 10th. has arrived. 

It is stated thai Slidell had an interview 
with Napoleon, upon whom he urged the re- 
cognition of the Southern Confederacy.

Present Condition of Russia, 



There is, perhaps, no country in the world 
at the present time that presents' a more 
interesting study to the liiftorian, the poli- 
tician, or the general reader, than the Rus- 
sian Empire. To us who centuries ago 
were undergoing a change from a semi-bar- 
barous state into one which foreshadowed 
our present free and enlightened condition, 
that country presents a picture of what might 
have boon llie fate of Iho Biitish Islands had 
the feudal age been continued !o the present 
time. In Russia the vatious stages of poli- 
tical growth, which in most other countries 
of Europe were the work of generations, ex- 
tending over a long period of time, are be- 
in g carried out at this lute period of its ex- 
istence with n rapidity nlmoat certnin 1 1 he 
productive of considerable internal disar- 
rangement. In order to form a proper 
opinion of the magnitude of the changes 
that have taken place and which yet roi|tiiro 
to be effected to place that vast empire in 
anything like a stable position among the 
nations of Europe, it will be necessary to 
take a superficial glance at the elements of 
which it is composed, and the manner in 
which they affect each other and influence 
the national progress. Until lately il was 
common among writers on Russian affairs 
to divide the inhabitants of the empire into 
serfs and freemen, and the latter nto pens- 
ants, clergy, bureaucracy, nobility, the mili- 
tary and the Emperor and his ministers, 
Something lileo two years ago the Emperor 
decreed the emancipation of iho serfs and 
allotted them a plot of ground to be paid for 
by compulsory service to their owner extend- 
ing over a certain period of lime, subject, 
however, to commutation upon pay ment to 
their former proprietors of a sum of money 
fixed by law. This measure, changing as 
it did the condition of 22,000,000 ol souls, 
originated with the Emperor and a minority 
of the more intelligent and wealthy nobles, 
It was strongly opposed by the majority of 
the nobles and the class known as iho bureau- 
cracy, and wns only carried with great diiii- 
culiy and after long delay, One would 
naturally suppose that so great a boon would 
be universally felt to be productive of im- 
mense benefit to the country. No doubt, to 
some extent it has done good; but apart 
from the confusion at first resulting from so 
vital and sudden a change in the condition 
of so vast a number of people, there wore 
many circumstances tending to prevent the 
emancipation measure from effecting all that 
that was expected from it. Among the eir- 
cumsianees just alluded to is the national 
element known as llie bureaucracy. By tins 
term is generally designated the the great 
body of officials that cover' tho empire like 
n vast net-work, including all the grades of 
civil servico from llie policeman lo the 
minister. Nearly every country has iis 
bureaucracy ; we have a little of it our- 
selves: but nowhere ...doRa._il. niosnrjj ..Ahfl 
ol administration evoked by an autocracy, it 
has almost enslaved its authors. -Most people 
labor under the idea, when they heard the 
Emperor of Russia spoken of, that he is the 
ruler, that 'tis he who governs the empire. 
This is true in theory, but in fact the Emperor 
reigns and the officials govern. The institution 
that was created to keep the Emperor informed 
ol everything that took place in his realms— 
that was to extend its ramifications through 
all classes of society like so many nerves of a 
great animated body, centering in the Czar as 
the head, that he might feel how the pulse of 
that mighty empire continued under every cir- 
cumstance to beat, and through which he was 
to act upon the people as ho deemed necessary 
for the safety and benefit of his subjects — that 
very institution has been the means of prevent- 
ing all that it wns intended to effect ; instead 
of acting for the Emperor and the good of 
the nation, they have sought only to prevent 
the Emperor from obtaining a true knowledge 
of the condition and wants of his people, they 
have misrepresented the true state of affairs to 
him and procured the proclamation of such 
measures only 113 suited the interest of their 
class. Steeped to the very lips in venality 
and corruption, bound together by the links of 
mutual benefit and official subordination they 
huve made victims of all outside their own 
class. The nobility, the military, the clergy, 
and the remainder of the community, alike 
snller Iroin them in their turn. Whether it be 
in the court of justice, or in the military, or in 
the governmental departments nothing can be j 
done without bribery. .Mammon rales mam- 
mon is supreme. Such being the state of I 
things we cease to wonder that so well dis- 
posed a monarch as Alexander li. lias shown 
himself to be should find thai however laud- 
able might be his intentions towards the 
amelioration of the backward condition of his 
people, and whatever steps ho may take lor 
the purpose of effecting that objcct,so long as he 
leaves the government of the country to bo 
administered by the class of officials brought 
up under the old regime, so lung will all his 
efforts be in vain. 

For some years past Russia has been ap- 
proaching a national bankruptcy. The long 
and expensive wars waged in Circassin and 
Georgia; the Crimean war so exhausting to 
even a well-governed country ; the mon- 
strous system of peculation and embezzle^ 
ment pervading every department of admin- 
istration both civil and military, coupled 
with the evils naturally resulting from mis- 
government, have completely drained tin; 
country and left it in a slate of utter pros- 
tration. The consequence is Ihat the people 
are suffering and are discontented. They are 
ripe lo receive those ideas respecting gov- 
ernment which have for some years pasl 
been affecting nearly every other country in 
Europe. The march of intelligence has be- 
gun even among them ; schools and public 
.literature have instructed them sufficiently 
to enable them to draw eoulrasts between 
their condition and that of their neighbors, 
and there is no lack of forward men from a 
patriotic, intelligent and traveled upper class 
among tho nobility, who, perceiving the 
monstrous abuses exist ng in the country — 
the utter insignificance ol tho position they 
themselves must continue 10 occupy under 
the present, are anxious to have a jhoroiigh 
reorganization of the Government. The j 
liberal ideas disseminated by Ihem have j 
germinated among the musses of the people j 
and even the army itself— taken, tor the I 
niost part, from the peasantry or serfs has 
become infected. 'I lie consequence is that 
although many reforms have already been 
granted by the Emperor and much good has 



______________ 

boon done, yet ihe root of ihe evil, the old 
bureaucratic system has not been touched, 
and the people percoi', ing that they have 
not been fairly dealt with so long as it is 
suffered to remain, have thought to compel 
tho Emperor lo more active aud radical re- 
forms. They have repeated to Alexander 
the lesson they laugh; Napoleon. We are 
glad, however, to perceive that the Emperor, 
while determined to punish with tho utmost 
severity tho authors of those vast conflagra- 
tions which have caused so great a destruc- 
tion of property in various parts of the Ern- 
piro, is resolved nevertheless not to cease 
from the good work he has begun. One 
thing only can save the country from disin- 
tegration, and that is the abolition of the old 
absolute system and the introduction of a 
representative system for nil classes.

All Stallions and Bulls, also, Vegetables, Fruits, 
Flowers, Sc., &c., Ike, must be taken into the 
Show-yard between the hours of 5 and G, a. m , on 
the day of the exhibition. Exhibitors to provide 
feed. 

The Judges of tho different Departments will 
commence their duties at 7 o'clock in the morning 
and will finish at 10, at which hour the public will 
lie admitted by paying the sum of one dollar. 

At 2 o'clock the Show-yard will be open to the 
public free, and at half past 2 the auction of ani- 
mals, and other produce will Commence — when the 
owner feels disposed to sell. 

The owner has the privilege of putting an up-set 
price upon each animal or other produce to be dis- 
posed of. 

Resident non-subscribers, by paying an entrance 
fee of two dollars, will he allowed the privilege of 
competing at the Society's Show of LSG2. 

All foreign Bulls, Stallions, Hams and Boars, 
also Agricultural Implements, will be allowed to 
compete free of entrance fees at the Society's Show 
of 1861. 

Every exhibitor of field Peas, Beans, Grain, and 
Green Crops, shall have a label upon each, staling, 

Where the seetl was obtained,-

On motion, ordered, that whereas, the improve- 
ment of Stock in this Colony is much to be desir-

Theatricals and CiiLica. 

Certuiuly, two or throe proles red " critics r ' 
who dropped in at the theatre on Saturday 
evening liist (as ''deadheads " of course) and 
watched tlio performances with nu air of owl- 
like wisdom, were aadly disappointed at not 
liuding on the stagp a Kciin, a Booth, a For- 
rest or a Siddons, and did not Tail to express 
their disappointment, in unmeasured terms, 
after the -show" was over. These " critics " 
do not.Biop to consider that Victoria, boim* 
one or two sizea smaller Chan London, New 
Yorlr, Dublin, or Han Francisco, is hardly 
able, in its present infantile state, to support a 
company in as respectable a style as those 
cities. They also lorgct that when they at- 
tempt to draw a comparison between what 
they saw "at home" and what they seu here, 
they but. succeed in rendering themselves su- 
premely ridiculous in the eyes of persons who, 
although tboy may have seen quite as much 
good acting i»S the would be ■■ critic.-," have 
still the good sense and fairness to acknow- 
ledge that our theatricals arc highly creditable, 
when the size of the town and the limited sup- 
port which even the very best company would 
receive, is considered. Nor is the theat- 
rical profession the only sullerer from the com- 
plainings of these bigots. Not only are they 
dissatisfied und disgusted with the theatre, but 
they are " down on " everything else in 
the country. The mutton is lough— the 
beef lias too much bone — the pork" is 
HOrofulous — Iho vegolables are watery, — 
the best farming lands aie arid wastes— trie 
mineral resources are mythical — Cariboo is 
a humbug, and Stickeon has " gone in." 
Nothing is likn the countries they have 
left. There uvery interest prospered — there 
every dollar a man invested earned him 
two in the course of a twelvemonth; the 
lands flowed with " milk and honey;" the 
meats were to tender anil juoy that they 
melted in their mouths, — in short, they have 
left a Paradise nnd emigrated to a hell upon 
earth. Such are the class of people who 
have grumbled and growled ever since their 
arrival here ; who are attempting to retard 
the progress of the country. Too lazy to 
work themselves, they try to frighten and dis- 
hearten those who wish to do something, 
and have been Iho means of driving scores 
of good men from the country, wtio, had 
they not met with their evil genii in the 
shape of these "critics," might have become 
useful citizens and acquired rapid fortunes 
in the very country from which they have 
allowed thimsalvea to be frightened. The 
theatre-folks, to i, are well nigh disgusted at 
their treatment here. They do not profess 
to be -'slurs. " They came here as plain, 
unpretending artistes seeking to cam an 
honest livelihood, and, in return lor the dol- 
lars of our people, furnish tiheap, rational 
und instructive amusement. As such Ihoy 
are deserving of hearty support ; their pre- 
sence hero aids and benefits the town 
and every interest in it. If they are 
ambitious and aspire to positions above 
the ordinary run of rhe profession, who can 
blame them .' Is not honorable' ambition 
creditable .' and if the public support them 
in their Itiudnlile effort?, what |*jghl has Tom, 
Dick or Harry — who, perhaps, enteis the 
theatre on the free-list— lo doery their mer- 
its and shout "humbug." II he hail paid 
his money he might have some show of light j 
in his efforts to injure the business reputa- 
tions of the performers; hut in the relation 
which ho stands to the company for the time 
being, he should have the good sense — saying 
nothing about decency— to keep his eyes 
closed to their faults. Abuse under such 
circumstances is like enjoying the hospitality 
of a man and thou going abroad and abusing 
the character of his eatables or the quality 
of his drinkables. Theio are humbugs in 
every profession, and, v.e regret to say, that 
in this country they are irot confined to the 
theatrical profession. 

Found Drowkkd. — The dead body of an 
unknown man was found Heating in Lillooet 
Like, on the Uari'ison-Lillooot trail, six days 
ago, by several returning (Jaribooitcs. The 
remains bad evidently lain in the water a long 
while, and arc supposed to lie those of some 
unfortunate man who lo,t his life while at- 
tempting to cross the lake on tin; ice last 
winter. The clothe? were quite rotten and a 
towel was found tied around the neck of the 
corpse, evidently to protect the wearer's ueck 
from the cold. It was announced that an in- 
quest would be held on Thursday. 

Gcttlvg Oiieapbk.— Provisions at (.'ariboo 
are becoming much cheaper \n the upper 
country. At Lillooet flour is selling for 12; (« 
13 ceuts per pound— other articles in propor- 
tion. At the Forks of Quesnelle, flour has 
declined to 50 cents per pound, and on Light- 
ning Creek, we are told, is selling for SI 
per pound, and jho prospects are that the mar- 
kets will be glutted with goods shortly, in con- 
sequence of the large number of men who 
have left the diggings. 

Neaii Bay. — This harbor is situated on 
the American side of the Straits near Cape 
Flattery, arid affords a secure placo of refuge 
for wind-bound vessels. The Indian Agent 
of the American government is engaged in 
cutting a road into the interior and several 
fine farms have been taken up there recently. 
A hoavy business in the dogtisli oil line is 
transacted in this quarter. The Indians arc 
quite numerous, and being expert fishermen 
bring in laryu quantities of the oil every 
treason.

Later from British Columbia. 

The Enterprise came down from Now 
Westminster on Saturday evening, bringing 
one hundred and fifteen passengers, $50,000 
in treasure besides considerable sums in the 
hands af many passengers. 

We have conversed with a gentleman who 
left Van Winkle Creek on the 18th ult., ami 
who made the trip to Port Douglas in 8', 
days, having traveled down the Lillooet 
River in a canoe, and making tlio last port 
aye (30 miles) in three hours. When our

It is reported that wnen Justice Cdggin, of 
Tort Douglas, reached Summit Lake to hold 
an inquest on the body of the man therein 
found floating that he discovered two other 
dead bodies floating in Ihe water. One had 
been killed with an ax and the other had 
been shot. The three bodies nro supposed 
to bo the remains of miners murdeiod last 
spring for their dust, It is also rcpjrted 
ihutJohnJ. Jellreys, a butcher, has Jbeen 
robbed by highwaymen of a cousiderablu 
sum in gold dust.
